The Committee is a group of civic leaders organized to prevent 
neighborhood decay. It was created not because of the needs of the city, 
put because of the needs of the citizen! 


e half of the members represent civic, business and industrial 
associations; the other half are heads of City agencies. The chairman is 
Dr. Joseph G. Molner, Health Commissioner. 


The Committee functions mainly as an advisory group, coordinating 
the work of all agencies ik in Neighborhood Conservation activities. 


HOW DOES THE CONSERVATION PROGRAM WORK?

} Neighborhood Conservation is a two-sided program. Its success 
depends upon the cooperation of government and private citizens. 


Current plans call for the city and federal governments to spend 
approximately $275 million for capital improvements in neighborhoods 
that are essentially sound and livable. The improvements include play- 
grounds, school additions, traffic control, alley lighting and the 
removal of some objectionab2 ial buildings
